New- Jersey increafed in the fame Time near one Third 

By the New-Jerfey Accounts it appears, "that the Number ofi 
Males, aged above 16, is nearly orie fourth Part of the whole Num- 
ber of Souls. If the fame Proportion holds in the Maffachufetts , 
theyfliould have had in that Province, in 1742, about 164GOO Souls, 
There are three other Provinces in New- England, v iz, Connecticut 
Rhode- Ijiand, and New-Hampjbire, 

In 1742, a Year of middling Health in Soft on , were buried about 
515, which multiplied by 35, makes nearly 18,000 Inhabitants. In 
the fame Year were found in that Town, Dwelling- houfes 1719, 
Warehoufes 166, Widows 1200, of which 1000 poor 5 in the Alms 
houfe in Per Tons j in the Work-houfe 36 $ Negroes 1514 $ Hoifes 
418 ; Cows 141. 

In 1748-9, the Dwelling-houfes in Philadelphia were 2076. The 
following Summer arrived 24 or 25 Sail of Ships with German Fami- 
lies, fuppofed to bring near 12,000 Sou-?. 

It has been computed in England^ t-hfct the Colonies on the Conti- 
nent, taken one with another, double the Number of their Inhabitants! 
every Thirty Years. This quick Increafe is owing not fo much to. 
natural Generation, as the Acceffion of Strangers-— What the natu-j 
jral Increafe of Mankind is, is a curious Qusftion. In BrfjJaw, t he j 
Capital of Rilefa, a healthy inland City, to which many Strangers’; 
Ido not come, the Number of Inhabitants w*s found r-o be gene-j 
rally about 34 000.
